pint total supply of blood. 
How frequently could in- 
dividuals give a pint safely. 

How could blood be stored 
without losing its life saving 
qualities? And for how long? 

The task was long and ar- 
duous, but by the early 1930s 
enough progress had been 
made to assure eventual 
success. By the late 1930s 
American Blood Service pro- 
grams were being initiated, 
and when World War II 
began to spread it’s horror 
over Europe the life saving 
blood service program was 
ready for a real test. It was 
an outstanding success! 

Today the American Red 
Cross is the largest supplier 
of blood to the American 
people through some 57 self- 
supporting regional Blood 
Centers strategically located 
throughout the U.S. 

American Red Cross 
Blood, donated freely by in- 
dividuals is given freely to 
anyone who needs it, but the 
cost of collecting the blood, 
processing it for re-use, 
storing it and redistributing 
it to Hospitals or similar 
Medical Institutions —_is 
collected in the form of a 
charge to the using facility 
which the Hospital in turn 
collects from the patient. 
The blood itself - that is, 
American Red Cross blood is 
free - but the collecting and 
handling costs have to be 
recovered. 

This charge per unit for 
Red Cross blood varies from 
Center to Center as the costs 
of providing and main- 
taining the facilities and 
equipment and the cost of 
collecting, processing, 
storing and redistributing 
varies between Regions. 

All American Red Cross 
Blood Centers, however, are 
“non-profit” operations. 
Although each Regional 
Blood Center is sponsored by 
a local Red Crass Chapter, 
not one penny of blood 
revenue is diverted to any 
other Red Cross Service. 

Strict audit procedures 
assure’ these policies are 
rigidly adhered to at every 
Blood Center, so that the 
“processing” charge for 
handling Red Cross blood is 
kept at the lowest figure 
possible. 

Whole blood - the form in 
which it is drawn from 
Donors at Red Cross Blood 
Banks - now lasts 35 days. 
Very specific procedures are 
followed to insure such 
whole blu: 1 is utilized before 
itis outdated. 

For example, modest sized 
hospitals - like Mercy here in 
Grayling - is regularly ser- 
viced by a delivery truck 
from their Blood Center 
weekly - although in 
emergency situations blood 
will be delivered by special 
drivers any time of the day 
or night. 

Each week when the blood 
delivery truck arrives, any 
inventory of blood at the 
smaller hospital which will 
be outdated before the next 
delivery if not consumed, is 
returned to the Blood Center 
and immediately disbursed 
to the larger local hospitals 
who can consume it before 
outdating. 

Although nationally less 
than 2% of Red Cross Blood 
becomes outdated it is still 
not wasted, it is converted 
inte one of the many special 
derivitives for peculiar 
disease treatment such as: 
Plasma, Platelets, Gamma 
Globulin, Serum Albumin, 
Fibrinogen, etc. 

At a typical blood bank - 
like ours at the American 
Legion Hall in Grayling - 100 
pints of blood will be collec- 
ted during a standard 6 hour 
period, but it is a long and 
busy day for the Volunteer 
Workers and the paid Staff 
Nurses. 

The Bloodmobite arrives 
at 10 a.m., the Driver-Tech- 
nician having left either 
Flint or Petoskey 2 or 3 hours 
earlier. At least two local 
Red Cross Volunteers are 
waiting his arrival to assist 
the Driver in unloading and 
setting up the equipment 
which consists of 10 or 13 
“tables” or drawing beds 
which must be unfolded and 
Set up in units of three. From 
2 to 35 metal cases holding 
the Nurses drawing equip- 
ment, the “bottles” (really 
plastic bags) which must be 
numbered and identified 
with absolute accuracy by 
the Volunteer “bottle table 
workers”; iced storage 
boxes for the drawn blood; 
canteen cups, napkins, place 
mats, and a myriad of 
“forms” for registration, 


‘history taking, ete. 


The room must be 
arranged in an efficient and 
‘proscribed’ pattern to 
assure smooth Donor flow 
from registration to blood 
pressure and temperature 
taking, to history taking, to 
blood testing, etc., before the 
Donor is approved to give 
blood. 

An hour before the Blood 
Bank opens the Nurses 
arrive from Flint and or 
Petoskey to set up their 
equipment and be ready to 
function at the starting time. 

Local Volunteers arrive an 
hour before starting time 
too. They normally consist of 
3 Registrars, 3 Bottle Table 
Workers, 3 Refreshment (or 
Canteen) workers to make 
the coffee and prepare the 
fruit juice; place the cookies 
on the table; serve the coffee 
and juice, and keep the 
tables clean of used cups, 

etc., In addition at least two 
Volunteer ‘‘walkers’’ are 
required to escort the ap- 
proved Donors to the draw- 
ing tables and assist (walk) 
them back to the refresh- 
ment table after doning. Also 
three local RNs or LPNs 
come in a few. minutes 
before starting time to take 
Donor temperatures, blood 
pressures, and part of their 
history. 

At the close of a bank, 
local Volunteers knock down 
the drawing tables and other 
equipment, and when the 
Nurses are finished repack- 
ing their equipment, carry 
the beds and boxes to the 
Bloodmobile and help the 
driver reload everything in 
its predetermined location in 
the truck. 

It is a little like reloading a 
circus truck to be ready for 
the next days performance. 

The last thing on the Blood- 
mobile are the ‘refrigerated 
blood boxes’ with the days 
pints of collected blood, for 
as soon as the truck arrives 
back at the Center the blood 
is unloaded and is processed. 

If all the hours for the Nur- 
ses, the Driver and Volun- 
teers are added together it 
takes about 3 hours of labor 
for each pint of blood drawn - 
about half of the labor is paid 
Red Cross Staff, the other 
half is unpaid Volunteers 
who really put in a full day 
once every 56 days to make 
Blood collection in Crawford 
County the good success it is 
- but don’t ever forget, it is 
the dedicated generosity of 
the blood donors of Crawford 
County that makes this 
community’s successful 
blood service program out- 
standing. 

To give a pint of ones own 
blood to help save the life of 
some unknown fellow human 
being is the ultimate act of 
generosity, and this county 
is blessed with more than the 
average supply of such great 
humanitarians! 

In the 12 month period en- 
ded June 30, 1982 416 in- 
dividual Donors came 611 
times to give a pint of their 
blood - that is an average of 
one and one half times per- 
iDonor per year - and 
because they did, every in- 
dividual citizen of Crawford 
County is entitled to all the 
Red Cross Blood he or she 
needs without replacement, 
no matter where they may 
be in the U.S. when the blood 
is required! 

Each of you who reads this 
Should recognize and appre- 
ciate the debt you owe the 
wonderful Blood Donors of 
this community! 

There are millions of 
people alive in this nation 
today who would not be if it 
were not for the wonderful 
Blood Donors and Red Cross

The Gospel 
Romans 10: 18-21 


Since God has already 
shown us that everything in 
salvation comes from Him 
and His Word, then how do 
we explain Israel's failure to 
respond? Did all Israel 
really hear the Word of God 
and have a chance te 
respond? “But I say, Have 
they not heard? Yes verily, 
their sound went into all the 
earth, and their words unto 
the ends of the world. Every 
Jew had heard the message 
of God’s grace through Jesus 
Christ. Every Jew had a per- 
sonal responsibility to hear, 
believe and call upon Jesus 
Christ for salvation. 

There is a difference bet- 
ween hearing and knowing, 
so the next verse deals with 
Israel’s knowledge of God’s 
message of salvation.

County Road Crews Cutback 
Threatens Snow Removal 


A thirty-five percent cut in 
county road crews since 1977 
threatens critical reductions 
in snow and ice removal this 
winter on 88,712 miles of 
Michigan’s county roads. 

“Layoffs and personnel 
cutbacks forced by lack of 
adequate road funds will 
leave county road com- 
missions extremely short- 
handed to keep highways 
open to travel when winter 
snowstorms arrive,” accord- 
ing to Earl F. Rogers, 
engineer-director of the 
County Road Association of 
Michigan. 

‘Motorists will face more 
snowbound days than nor- 
mal this winter because un- 
derstaffed road com- 
missions also will be using 
aging, worn equipment to 
fight those oncoming bliz- 
zards,” Rogers warns. 

A new survey by the Coun- 
ty Road Association shows 
road commissions have cut 
personnel from 7,985 
workers in 1977 to only 5,665 
in 1981 and 5,186 in 1982. 

“Staff cuts, enforced short 
work weeks, and limits on 
overtime ordered by many 
county road commissions 
due to inadequate funds 
mean they will be ill- 
prepared to cope with major 

snowstorms,”’ Rogers says. 

“This means delays in 

snowplowing and ice 
removal which can hamper 
winter travel for thousands 
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of Michigan drivers. Week- 
end blizzards could be crip- 
pling. 

Dwindling gas tax and 
license plate fee revenues 
are forcing deeper personnel 
cuts for many road com- 
missions responsible for 
administering the 88,712 
miles on the county road 
system. 


“Unless solved soon by | 


legislative action, the fund- 
ing crisis will render many 
local road commissions 
almost powerless to operate 
normal winter road main- 
tenance schedules.” 

Rogers also noted that the 
survey showed road com- 
missions have cut 
drastically back on equip- 
ment purchases. Normally, 
counties should spend about 
$28,000,000 annually to keep 
fleets adequate, but lack of 
funds has dropped equip- 


ment purchases to 
$21,000,000 in 1980 and just 
$11,000,000 in 1981. 


“Equipment breakdowns 
will be more numerous this 
year as trucks and plows 
wear out, creating added 
problems to keep roads open 
through winter storms,” 
Rogers observed. 

‘“Fivery road commission 
in Michigan faces the 1982-83 
winter season with great ap- 
prehension over keeping 
roads open and driving 
reasonably safe,” Rogers 
declared. “The most 
severely affected will be 
people living on secondary 
roads - many of which are in 
suburban subdivisions - who 
may suffer through long 
delays in getting out if 
severe snowstorms hit.”’

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Members of the State Officers 
Compensation Commission recently 
began the process to determine 
salary and expense levels for the 
state’s top elected officers but in- 
dicated early on that salary levels 
are not likely to be increased much 
in the next two years because of the 
dim outlook on the national and 
state economy. 

While the members said their 
remarks are only preliminary assess- 
ments, their expectations of that 
will be done to salaries range from a 
freeze to increases of no more than 5 
percent a year. 

The only formal action taken dur- 
ing the first public hearing, which 
will culminate in a final determina- 
tion by mid-December, was to set 
future hearing dates and determine 
hearing from some top economists 
would be beneficial in making a 
decision. 

The commission, created by con- 
stitutional amendment, is to deter- 
mine salaries and expense levels for 
1983 and 1984 for the governor, lieu- 
tenant governor, Supreme Court 
justices and members of the Legis- 
lature, 

In terms of direct salary, 
Michigan legislators are tops in the 
nation, while justices, lieutenant 
governor and governor rank 5th, 6th 
and 7th, respectively. 

Lansing businessman and former 
Michigan State University presi- 
dent Edgar Harden, who was elected 
chairman of the commission, said 
any increase in those pay levels 
‘look pretty dim right now, because 
of the economic situation. Recovery 
is not just around the corner."’ 

He added it does not bother him 
that salaries are high compared to 
other states ‘‘as long as we're get- 
ting our dollar value,’’ but added a 
freeze is a good possibility. 

Former Senator Charles Zollar of 
Benton Harbor said, ‘““The crux of 
what we determine depends on how 
confident we are of the future of our 
economy,”’ He said he sees the possi-

bility of small increases over the 
next two years. 

Former Representative Russell 
Hellman of Dollar Bay, who was 
quoted earlier as saying legislators’ 
salaries ought to be doubled, also 
pinned the decision to the economy 
and suggested a 4-5 percent increase 
might be approved. 

“It’s not reasonable, but it’s 
probably as much as we can afford,” 
Hellman said. 

The commission informally adop- 
ted 13 criteria for setting the wage 
and expense scales, including the 
nature of the job, incentives for im- 
proving performance, ability to at- 
tract and retain quality -people, 
comparison to other states including 
comparison with positions in the 
private sector, comparison with 
other officials in the state, public 
sentiment, the cost of living and 


. national wage guidelines. 


Department of Civil Service staff, 
which serves as staff for the com- 
mission, surveyed eight large indus- 
trial states and found salaries paid 
to Michigan’s officials were in all in- 
stances higher than the average of 
those states. 

The $70,000 paid to the governor 
is 12.8 percent higher; the $50,000 
paid to the lieutenant governor is 
13.2 percent higher; the $69,000 
paid to justices is 9.7 percent higher 
and the $31,000 paid to legislators is 
25.3 percent higher. 

Besides salaries, current expense 
allowances are $20,000 for the 
governor, $7,000 for the lieutenant 
governor, $5,000 for the chief 
justices, and $6,200 for legislators. 

Legislators also get mileage allow- 
ances for one round trip per week to 
the Capitol while the Legislature is 
in session. 

The commission in 1980 froze 
salaries for 1981 and granted an in- 
crease of 7-15 percent for 1982. 

The determinations of the com- 
mission are final unless specifically 
overturned by a two-thirds majority 
of the Legislature.

To: Mr. Whitey Madsen, 
Editor, Crawford Co. 
Avalanche. 

This letter is in response to 
Mr. John Medler, whose tet- 
ter was published in last 
weeks’ Avalanche. Mr. 
Medler obviously confused 
the Hearing by the Board of 
Commissioners with what he 
refers to as a ‘tax meeting”’. 

The purpose of a Hearing 
is legally described as ‘“‘a 
proceding in which evidence 
is taken to decide a question 
of fact or order’’. This is 
presided over by an official 
whose duties are similar in 
part to the duties of a Chair- 
person of a committee. Par- 
liamentary procedure is 
followed. The Chairperson of 
a Hearing, however, has the 
undehatable right to fix the 
time of adjournment without 
the necessity of a movement 
to adjourn. (Roberts Rules 
of Order, Art. TU, Privileged 
Motions, par 10-11). Mr. 
Medler’s letter takes excep- 
tion to an action properly 
taken by Mrs. Kitchen. 


His letter further states 
that ‘‘many people were not 
allowed the right or courtesy 
to speak”. Several names 
were quoted in the Avalan- 
che of people who did speak, 
some spoke more than once. 
Perhaps had Mr. Medler 


been knowledgeable of 
proper courtesy and 
decorum, he would have 


been knowledgeable of the 
fact that no one should 
request to speak the second 
time on the same question 
before everyone has had an 
opportunity to speak once 
(Roberts Rules of Order, 
Art. V, Debate & Decorum, 
par 34. 

I attended the meeting for 
the purpose of listening and 
learning the facts as presen- 
ted by the officials most 
knowledgeable to present 
current and projected 
figures and facts. This was 
done in a very professional 
manner by Mr. Wakeley, 
County Treasurer, Mr. 
Larry Hunter, County 
Assessor and Mr. Harrison 
Goodhue, who represented 
Senior Citizens. As questions 
were asked, Mrs. Kitchen 
properly referred them to 
the experts in each field. 

The Board of Commission- 
ers (who were subject to sub 
rosa villification by mem- 
bers of a minority group at 
the rear of the room) acted 
exactly as they should have. 
They listended, took notes 
and remained apart from 
any discussion, thereby 
leaving control of the meet- 
ing in the hands of the Chair- 
man, exactly as a Hearing 
should be conducted. It was 
necessary, on two occasions, 
for Mrs. Kitchen to rule the 
speaker “‘out of order’’. This 
was accomplished properly 
and with remarkable 
restraint, 

One further comment by 
Mr. Medler referred to the 
meeting as a ‘‘sham”. The 
only part of the entire meet- 
ing that might have been 
construed in such a manner 
resulted from one citizen’s 
attempt to read loudly from 
a ‘prepared statement” that 
was not germane to the issue 
in any way. He was allowed 
to proceed until his assinine 
stateiient Uial “lie iad wou 
World War Ii all by himself”’ 
prompted the Chairperson to 
use her gavel and rule him 
“out of order’. His next 
disrespectful comment was 
“You and your damned 
hammer!’ Mrs. Kitehen 
then closed the meeting. 
Citizens had one hour to ask 
questions and receive an- 
swers. Only a clamoring, 
dissident few, still ‘calling 
for a show of hands” for a 
reason not made clear, 
caused 4 portion of the meet- 
ing to be a “sham”. 

The fact that at the regular 
meeting of October 12th, the 
Board did reduce millage in 
each of the three areas under 
county control is positive 
evidence that they did listen 
to the citizens who spoke 
rationally and reasonably at 
the Hearing meeting. The 
reduction motion was made 
by Mr. Walt Nowak (whose 
many hours of work on the 
Budget Committee these 
past two years has been 
exemplary) was promptly 
seconded by Mrs. Harland, 
and passed by a 7-0 vote of 
the Board, The “system” 
works, so does the Board! To 
quote an “‘old’’ President, 
“Tf it ain’t broke, don’t fix 
it!!

A Report to District 7 Voters 


From Garland (Bud) Joyce 


During my campaign for election in District 7 last August, I promised to be an 
informed and active member of the Board of Commissioners, if elected. 

Since the primary elections I have been active in several related areas and 
have taken time to become better informed the duties of a Commissioners position.

2. As Viee President of Lake Margrethe Property Owners Association, I have 
written to and discussed with state, district and county officials the requirements 
of county and district employees of the District No. 1 Health Department to 
properly enforce the mandatory regulations of the County Sanitation Code of 1973 
with specific regard to the increasing water pollution problems at Lake 
Margrethe. 

3. I have attended two meetings and discussed with DNR officials the im- 
proper and/or illegal seluing or minnows fron Lake Margrethe. Further meetings 
arc to be held before spring of 1983. 

4. I wrote a proposal that resulted in Crawford County receiving a $3,000.00 
grant for detailed mapping of the western half of Crawford County from color infra 
red photography. Results show accurate mapping of all forestry by tree type, size 
and location. This information is presently being entered into DNR computer in 
Lansing and will be retrievable for local use before the end of year. 

5. | wrote a second proposal for acquiring the same information for the eastern 
half of county. I will make a presentation October 2ist at Onaway in an effort to ob- 
tain another $3,000 grant required for completion of this project as defined in Par. 4 
above. These grants are made by the N.E. Michigan Manpower Consortium. 

6. |attended a one day seminar in Lansing to learn how the DNR computer can 
assist us, I also attended a three day M.S.U. seminar for gaining working know- 
ledge of remote sensing by infra red color photography to allow further use of the 
photes and maps by Crawford County assessors, road commission, planning & 
zoning, chamber of commerce, real estate, military officials, private industry and 
other interested parties. 

7. [have worked with NEMCOG for completion of updated SOIL MAP and a 
PRIME FOREST LANDS in Crawford Conaty. Information gained is presently 
being entered on DNR computer, maps will be available within 30 days. 

8. [have written & talked with NEMCOG officials re: Use of a device called 
“Septic Snooper”, to be used on Lake Margrethe next summer to detect specific 
areas and types of pollutions that are presently causing increasing pollution and 
Jake eutrification. 

9, : have done extensive research iuto budgetary procedures of county budget 
with Mr. Wakeley, treasurer aud Mr. Walt Nowak, budget committee chairman. I 
have had several, lengthy discussions with Mr, Nowak. His knowledge, open and 
honest attitude, and his genuine concern for proper and equitable use of every tax 
dollar has impressed me. I fully and unreservedly support his re-election. This will 
provide continuity and direction for budgetary decisions for at least the next two 
years, vital for the county economy. 

Finally, when you vote for County Commissioner of District 7 on Tuesday, 
Nov. 2nd you should be aware that GARLAND (BUD) JOYCE will work to 
represent you in every way possible, I also believe that Crawford County can be 
better served if the voters of District 5 will either write WALTER NOWAK’S name 
or paste his sticker on the inside of the voting envelope.
